TIVE FIRE. 

Abowt 7 o'clock on Sanday evening, a fire broke out in a emal! 
sbop next to the coruep’ of the Market, oo Esat Bay street, ocepi- 
ed by Mesers. Lovett & Hawley, Hay and Cotton Mongers. Mr. 
Hawley havieg occasion to go up stairs with a light, stambled and 
fell,and the hight came in contact withs parcel of louse Cotton, 
which immediately ignited, and in a moment the whole was ina 
fave. Ina very short time the entire cluster of wooden buildings 
on the square between the market and the mansion of the late 
Geo. C.C, Pinckney wasio flames. From the combustible nature 
of these buildings, andthe wind blowing fresh fromthe East, the 
fire had madeconsiderable pr ape before engines could be brought 
into service. The roof of the market house was soon in a blaze. 
and the dense mass of wonden houses on the South side of the 
street was threateaed with destruction. Fortunately, however, 


the Vigilant Fire Engine, together with some of the city cotapanies, | 


were placed ina very favorable situation to play upon the build 
ings, and although several times the fronts of the houses were in 
a light blaze, they succeeded in extinguishing the flames, and kept 
them from extending on that side. Had they not succeeded in this 
effort, it would have been almost impossible to have saved the 
whole square trom total destruction. Onthe north side of Market 
st. the fire swept all the houses ae far Weat as Anson st. where, by 
the most unremitting exertions on the part of the firemen, and the 
blowing up of several houses, it was finally stopped. The rava- 
ges of the fire extended from East, Bay at. on the East crossing 
Keaper’s Alley,to Anson street on the West, and from Market 
street on the South, including the emo!l meat market, and the 
wooden vegetable market immedistely on the Weat of it (which 
was pulled down) co Ellery street on the Nerth, including the hou- 
eeson the North side of Ellery street.
